District councillor oversees Ukraine elections 


SOUTH Somerset District Councillor Nigel Mermagen 
has just returned after several days in Ukraine, where 
he was one of the leaders of an international team of 
observers monitoring the presidential and mayoral 
elections, which took place in most parts of the country 
on May 25th. 

Councillor Mermagen, who represents Chard 
Avishayes ward in South Somerset, is an experienced 
observer who has monitored elections in many parts 
of Europe in recent years, though he said this was one 
of the most difficult owing to the fighting between 
Ukrainian forces and pro-Russian separatists, which is 
continuing in eastern parts of the country where the 
elections were prevented from taking place. 

Councillor Mermagen first spent a few days in Kiev, 
the capital of Ukraine, where he had meetings with po¬ 
litical leaders and officials, who expressed their confi¬ 
dence in the future of Ukraine as an independent 
country. For the election itself, Councillor Mermagen 
and his team were deployed to Cherkassy, a city 125 
miles south-east of Kiev, where as in most of the rest of 
the country the day passed off peacefully and with a 
notably high turnout of voters. 

Speaking about the visit to Ukraine, Councillor Mer¬ 
magen said: "The problems of Ukraine are far from 
solved, but with the election of a new president by a 
large majority an important step forward has been 
taken." 

Councillor Mermagen will present his report on the 
Ukrainian elections at a meeting in the neighbouring 
country of Moldova in
